An yet whenever the 
tariff was discussed for years past the 
manufacture of steel rails and the com- 
parative prices were quoted as crlterions 
ill forming tariff schedules in favor of 
high protection. 


How often have we hoard that if the. 


steel industry were not thoroughly pro- 
tected tho market would be flooded with 
English products. 


But the price was kept at a figure 


which became an outrageous extortion. 
Yet the case ol the steel trust is not a 
whit worse than that of dozens of other 
trusts ia which prices are kept so high 
that an absolute monopoly ia maintained. 


Never was there a more damning evi- 


dence against eicesslve protection. It is 
known that steel rails can be manu- 
factured for S12 per ton and until last 
year they could not be bought for less 
than $28 per ton. This gave the manu- 
facturer over 116 per cent, profit. 


This is a sample of the modern uses fif 


a MoKinley tariff. It is no wonder th;it 
the trusts contributed largely to elect the 
roan who made such injustice possible and

THE PLAGUEJND A PANIC 


THE TEEHLBLE CONDITION OF 


AFEAIES IS BOMBAY. 


fiapentltlaiu 
JTmilTts Believe tiie Author- 


ities Are In League Witt the 7eatllonc« 
Ont ot Revenge—Those Still Allm Ale 
Leaving the City t>y Hundreds. 


The Bomoay correspondent of the 


European edition of Uio New York Her- 
ald sends the folio-wing: 


The plague continues as bad as ever, 


and there is little prospect of its abating 
for some time to come. The official rec- 
ords ore getting nearer tho truth now, 
but the real state of affairs is certainly 
alarming, and no one can fell what is 
before us. The panic, -which was abat- 
ing, has been renewed, and the exodus 
from the city has 'recommenced -with a 
vengeance. Indeed, it may fairly be said 
that thousands of people" are running 
away from tho place as if somebody 
were pursuing them. Going toward the 
bunders the other day, I saw largo 
crowds of people runniiig along the road, 
carrying bundles of their belongings 
with them and dragging their children 
behind them/ 


I stopped "a few of them and inquired 


the reosoii of the haste and was told 
that they were going off to their vil- 
lages down the coast to get away from 
the plagne and the authorities, who were 
ansirms to secure the lives of 10,000 
people for the recent ontrage pn the 
queen's, sia'tae I They seriously b?lieved' 
that 10,000 innocents were to be slaugh- 
tered and were determined not to be 
among the number of victims;Alienee 
they were hurrying to catch the steam- 
er. "But,"I pointed out, "there ia 
plenty of time. Why hurry? The steam- 
er will not start for four hours more." 


The answer was returned that thou- 


sands more would be hurrying to tha 
spot directly, and they were afraid of 
being left behind. The scene at th'o 
bunders was a remarkable one. The 
peo- 


ple were huddleol together like so many 
sheep, all clamoring for tickets. The 
poor officials were at th'eir wits' ends, 
and -when, the steamer started it lei'c be- 
hind crowds of disappointed one?, some 
of whom, in the confusion got separated, 
from "their families arid loved ones and' 
were weeping piteously. 


Rather than return to their homes 


these crowds remained at tho bunders 
waiting for the nest steamer. Similar 
scenes are witnessed at the railway sta- j 
tions, all of which, are crowded with 
passengers night and day, all eager to get 
away from Bombay. Many offices have 
suffered in. consequence of the clerks 
taking leave. Many of. them were re- 
fused leave and were told that they 
would lose their appointments if they 
went away, but this does not keep them 
hack. They would, rather risk their ap- 
pointments than stay in Bombay. The 
larger employers of labor are suffering 
severely. Establishments in which hun- 
dreds, of workmen are employed have 
now only got a few people left. Several 
places of business have had to be closed 
inconsequence. The mills ore "beginning 
to be .affected, and if once the panic 
takes hold of the mill hands the conse- 
quences will be very serious for the in- 
dustry. 


One mill manager told me tiie other 


day that he had no fewer than 315 men 
short that day. Streets that o few days 
ago were crowded and busy are now de- 
serted. Driving through one largo street 
only- yesterday .1 came across several 
large buildings totally deserted, while 
others -had only one flat out of f.ve 01 
sii occupied. A regiment of native in- 
fantry whose lines -.ire in the vicinity 
of one of ihe most affected wards has 
been moved out into camp, one of the 
most frequented parts of onr sea. face 
being taken up for this purpose, much 
to the annoyance of the general public. 
One of our best maidins has thus been 
converted into a dressing room for .600 
of onr-eepoys, -and yet the civil authori- 
ties make no protest It was quite right 
to move the regiment from tho barracks, 
.but why not send them into camp some 
little distance but? 


I paid another visit to the Hindoo 


burning ground today and saw 30 bodies 
being burned on the various spots set 
apart for their cremation, while 10 oth- 
ers were waiting their turn, 3 oE them 
outside the gate on the public road, 
also saw'the bodies "of two Hindoos who 
had died from, the plague being washed 
and 'dressed on the public Bdadway. In 
one of our most crowded thoroughfares 
I witnessed this from the tram car in 
which I was riding. 


The Parsees are being attacked in 


largo numbers also. l]saw no fewer thai 
seven Parsee -funerals two days age 
while driving through the 'town. I met 
the seven in about 40 minutes time. THej 
are'cleoring put into the suburbs very 
rapidly. Houses that could 'formerly 
have been had in .these fBirts for 60 01 
60, rupees a month are now fetching 
hundreds. Up till recently the cases oc- 
curred only singly, but now when a case 
occurs iu a family two or three others 
toko it quickly, and-all die, so that 
•while the funeral preparations for one 
member are being arrangcid another 
member dies. 3 have, indeed, witnessed 
some very distressing -scenes, and the 
more I go about and. inquire the more 
am I convinced the health authorities da 


not thoroughly appreciate tlie. real grav- 
ity.of tho situation. All iioir labors are 
wasted upon temporary arrangements. 
There is no thoroughness about tbcin. 


Tbe announcement that tho anthori- 


' ties .'-were seriously contemplating com- 
pulsory segregation has added to the 
panic. The pedploivill not submit to it, 
and if it ivere. enforced it is absolutely 
certain that serious trouble would eusuo. 
The leaders of the various communities 
have taken tha matter in band, and each 
caste is no\v 'arranging to provide sep- 
arate hospitals for the accommodation 
and treatment of patients of their own. 


Prom the careful inquiries I havu 


made I think I am well within the mark 
•whcm I s;iy that during the last "week 
from 700 to 1,000 people have died 'from 
the plague. 


SHOUT HAND IN THE 


Mr. jtl££ou of Illinois tho Latent Fotliook

whit worse than that of dozens of other 
trusts in which prices are kept so high 
that an absolute monopoly Is maintained. 


Xever was there a moro damning evi- 


dence against excessive protection. It is 
known that steel 'rails can b2 manu- 
factured for $12 per ton and until last 
year they could not bs bought for less 
than S2S per ton. This gave the manu- 
faoturer over 11G per cent, profit. 


This i* a sample of the modern uses of

IM7UIGIIATIOX 


The immigration biU has been passed 


by congress, and will in all probability 
become a law.

It is not required that immi- 
grants snail read tho English language, 
but they must be able to read and write 
some language.

stream oJ immigration from Hungary, 
Poland, Greece.

Such Is the opinion of Captain Forth of

Captain Forth says he sighted tho 
tnnk steame:- on Feb. ]0, showing dis- 
tress signals, having lost her propeller. 
The Diamant sent a boat alongside with 
the request 1'or a tow to the nearest 
port. The Galileo put out a hawser and 
the towing began, the course being laid 
for Halifax. On the llth, a heavy gale 
came on, during- which the wire hawser 
parted. The Diarnant signalled: "Do not 
lose sight of ug." and Captain Forth 
manoeuvred the Galileo so that another 
rinwser could be gotten out. The sea 
was very rough, but, by means o£ life 
buoys, a. line was floated across the Dia- 
iimnfs bows and a second hawser pulled 
In.

The Influence of this 
purpose to keep down appropriations tc 
the minimum was apparent Saturday, 
when the naval committee, after agree- 
irVg to recommend an appropriation foi 
a new battleship and a training ship for 
the Annapolis cadets, upon consultation 
with the leaders, rescinded Its action and 
decided to report the bill without any 
re-commendation for an increase for the 
navy. 
The 
general 
deficiency bill, 


which has been under consideration for 
two days In the house, will probably be 
completed 
today. 
An 
effort will be 


madt to strike out the appropriation of 
51,310.000 for the Southern Pacific, being 
the amount withheld by the government 
pending a determtnatlo'n of the liability 
of that road to the Union and Central 
roads. It probably will fall, however. 
The naval appropriation bill will -follow. 
Owing to the controversy over the price 
to V>e paid for armor plate and the num- 
erous accidents to the vessels o° the new 
navy, this bill may lead to protracted 
discussion, but if it hangs flre until Fri- 
day it can be put through under sus- 
pension of the rules, as the last six days 
of .the session are suspension days. 


Conference reports will probably "begin 


tp appear with a rush before the middle 
of the week, and be sandwiched in at 
every spare moment. It Is likely that be- 
fore the week Is over the house will find 
tho pressure for time EO great that night 
sessions will be entered, and the daily 
sessions may also be extended at the 
other end by fixing an earlier hour for 
meeting. Two contested election cases

THE PUeUEJHD A PANIC 


THE TERHIBLE CONDITION OF 


AFFAIHS IN BOMBAY. 


Enpentltloui NntlTcj Be.lie.Tu Vue AniUor- 


ItlcH Are In J^eofne With the Pestilence 
Ont of Hovenco—Those Still Alln Are 
XearinR the City by Hundreds. 


The Bombay correspondent of - the 


European edition of tlie New York Her- 
ald sends the following: 


The plague continues as "bad as ever, 


and there is little prospect of its abating 
for some time to come. The official rec- 
prds are getting ncaror the truth, now, 
but the real state of affairs is certainly- 
alarming, and no one can tell "what is 
before us. Tho panic, which -was abat- 
ing, has been renewed, and the exodus 
from the city has recommenced with a 
vengeance. Indeed, it may fairly be said 
that thousands of people are mining | 
away from the place as if somebody ] 
were -pursuing them. Going toward the) 
bunders the other day, I saw largo 
crowds of people running along the road, 
carrying' bundles of their belongings 
with them and dragging their children 
behind them. 


I stopped a, few of them and inquired 


the reason 'of the hasto and was told 
that 'they were going off to their vil- 
lages down the coast to get away from 
the plague 'and the authorities, who wcra 
anriaus to secure the lives of 10,000 
people for .tho recent outrage onj, the 
queen's statue 1 They seriously believed 
that 10,000 innocents were to bo'slauKh- 
tered and were r1at.p-rminp.rl not 'to bo 
among tho number of victims; hence 
they were hurrying to catch die steam- 
er. "BnV I pointed out, "there is 
plenty of time. "Why hurry? The steam- 
er will not start for four hours more.'' 


The answer was returned that thou- 


sands more would oe hurrying to tho 
spot directly, and they were afraid of 
being left behini The scene at the 
bonders was a remarkable one. The peo- 
ple were huddled together lika so many 
Gheep, all clamoring for tickets. The j 
poor officials were at their wits' ends, 
and vrhou the steamer started it left be- 
hind crowds of disappointed ones, some 
of whom in tho confusion got separated 
from their families and loved ones and 
were weeping piteously. 


Rather than return to their homes 


these crowds remained at the bunders 
waiting for the neit steamer. Similar 
scenes are witnessed at the railway sta- 
tions, all of which are crowded with 
passengers night and day, all eager to get 
away from Bombay, 
Many offices have 


suffered in consequence of the clerks 
taking leave, ilany of them were re- 
fused leave and were told that' they 
would lose their appointments if they 
went away, but this does not kenp them 
back. They would, rather risk their ap- 
pointments than stay in Bombay. Tho 
larger employers of labor are suffering 
severely. Establishments in which hun- 
dreds of workmen are employed have 
now only pot a few people left. Several 
place? of business have had to be closed 
in consequence. The mills ore beginning 
to be ' affected, and if once the panic 
takes hold of the mill hands the conse- 
quences will be very serious for the in- 
dustry. 


One mill manager told mo the other 


day that ho had no fewer than 315 men 
short that day. Streets that a few days 
ago were crowded and busy are now de- 
serted. Driving through one large street 
only yesterday I came across several 
large buildings totally deserted, while 
others had only one flat out of five 01 
stx occupied. A regiment of native in- 
fantry whoso lines are in tie vicinity 
of one of the most affected -wards has 
been moved out .into camp, one of the 
most frequented parts of our sea face 
being taken up for this purpose, ranch 
to the annoyance of the general public. 
One of our best maidilns has thus been 
converted into a dressing room for GOG 
of our sepoys, and yet the civil authori- 
ties make no protest It was quite right 
to movo the regiment from tho barracks, 
but -vrhy not send them into camp some 
little distance out? 


I paid another visit to the Hindoo 


burning ground today and saw 30 bodies 
beiDg.burned on tho various spots set 
apart for their cremation, while 10 oth- 
ers were waiting, their turn, 3 ot them 
outside the gate on. the public road. ] 


j also saw the bodies of two Hindoos who 


had died from tho plague being washed 
and dressed on the public soadway. In 
one of our most crowded thoroughfares 
I witnessed this from the tram car in 
which I was riding. 


Tho Parsees are .being attacked in 


large numbers also. IJsaw no fewer than 
seven Parsee funerals two days age 
while driving through the town. I met 
tho seven in about 40 minutes time. They 
are clearing out into the suburbs very 
.rapidly. Houses that could formerly 
have been had in. these Jarts for BO pi 
.60 rupees . a month are now fetching 
hundreds. Up till recently the coses oc- 
curred only singly, but now when a case- 
occurs in a family two or three -others 
take it quickly, and all die, so that 
while the funeral preparations for one 
member arc being arranged anothei 
member dies. I hive, indeed, witnessed 
some very distressing scenes, and the 
more I go about and. inquire the more 
am I convinced the health authorities da 
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Ereiy freeman should recognize this flag-

SHOUT HASP IN THE SENATES 
llr.'.-iDuion of Illinois tlio Latest Fotboolt 


Expert to Bo Elected. 


Tho election of Billy Mason will add 


another competent shorthand reporter to 
the membership of the United States 
senate. Several years ago ho was con- 
sidered one of the best in the country. 
Judge Witlvrow of the Kock Island rail- 
road used to say that a first class stenog- 
rapher ivag spoiled when Mason .went 
into politics. 


It is not generally known that Senator 


Chandler of. ^Tew Hampshire is also a 
proficient stenographer, like Representa- 
tive Hitt of Illinois. Both of them have 
been professionals, and both still use the 
shorthand system in making notes dur- 
ing debates, committee meetings, etc. 
Although lie has not had active practice 
for 25 or SO years Mr. Chandler is ablQ 
to make and transcribe his notes as rap- 
idly as when he was a young mart in 
daily practice as reporter for the su- 
preme court of New Hampshire. 


One day in a committee meeting pi 


senators there was a lively dispute be- 
tween Mr. Chandler and u Democratic 
colleague. As it grew hcatijd Mr. 
Chandler, who is always an exasperat- 
ing antagonist in a controversy, accused 
his opponent of contradicting himself, 
which the latter stoutly denied,
